DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Rafael, Cal., May 8.— James 
Hunter and W, L. Barnard, who recently 
resigned as Bchool teachers, have been ar- 
rested on a charge of bribery and released 
od bail, pending their trial on Thursday 
next. The complaint alleges that they 
agreed to accept a bonus of §450 from A. 
L. Bancroft & Co. for awarding them 
the oontract for furnishing them new 
school books. 

San Fbanoisco, May 8. — The sale id 
reported of the old Jesuit college property 
on this south side of Market gtreot, be- 
tween Fourth and Fifth streets, for 81, • 
000,000. The property has a frontage of 
276 feet on Market street, by 350 feet 
deep. 

T. H. Goodman, general paosonger 
traffio agent of the Southern Pacific rail- 
read, (PaoiSo system), gives the following 
as tha number of through passengers car- 
ried over that rosd in the month of April, 
1888: East 10,235, west 16,902 These 
figures are the largest ever reported. 

Five ships are lying idle in the harbor 
hers owing to their iuabiltity to obtain 
crews. Over sixty sailors *za needed. 

The United Ststes revenue cutter seized 
the schooner Gem outside the heads this 
morning, loaded with contraband lumber 
from Alaska. Her cargo consisted of 228,- 
000 feet of Alaska eipruco and 10,000 feet 
of cedar, valued at $10,000, and was the 
property of the North Pacific Packing and 
Trading company This iB the second 
seizure made within the past three days. 

ENGLAND. 

London, May 8 — Tho Sheffield Tele- 
graph says that General Wulseley consid- 
ers Gladstone a traitor and refuses to 
have any social intercourse whatever with 
him. The general will not even sit at the 
same table with the premier. The Tele- 
graph also declares that English military 
oiroles support Lord YVolaeley's views on 
Irish affairs. 

Philip Gassel, manager of the Jersey 
bank, which failed under auspicious cir- 
cumstances last January, has been sen- 
tenced to penal servitude for live years, 
on conviction of having embezzled 8185,- 
000 of the public money. 

A London cablegram says: Groat ax 
eitement prevails at the Horse Guards 
over tho news from Burmah. Prepara- 
tions for tho dispatch of large reinforce - 
ments to India are being made. The 
news from India clearly indicates that 
Lord Dufferin dare not reduce the force 
at his disposal for fear of an uprising. 

CANADA. 
Toeonto, May 8. — Tho street car em- 
ployes met shortly after midnight last 
night and at 3 o'clock this morning ad- 
journed, after deoiding not to return to 
work. The principal griovance is that the 
men are compelled to Bi?n what they oall 
an ironclad document that they will not 
beoome members of any labor organiza- 
tion. Thoy demand its withdrawal, 
shorter hours and increased pay. Tho 
superintendents of the companies say that 
they will not yield one iota to the de- 
mands of the men. 

EASTERN STATES. 

New York, May S. — Frank Clement, 
belonging to theModjeska company, com- 
mitted suicide at tho Market street rail- 
road station, at 12-30 o'clock to-day by 
throwing himself in front of a train. His 
head was severed from his body. It is 
supposed that he has boon in this oity for 
a week on a spree. 

Boston, May 8 — A story of extreme 
disregard of human rights was told to-day 
in connection with a case that came before 
United Statos Commissioner Hallott. 
Last fall John Gomez, a Portuguese ne- 
gro, chartered the 80-ton fishing sohoonor 
Spring Bird, of Pmvinoetown, for a trad- 
ing cruise to the Capo do Verde islands. 
Being unable to get a cargo, he shipped 
as passengers 75 islanders of both boxob 
and all ages. They paid him, some $25, 
others §20, and still others in miscellan- 
eous property. No provision had beon 
made for passengers, and the people wore 
turned into the hold on rough ballast 
without beds of any kind. Four girls from 
13 to 15 yearn old were given accommoda- 
tions in the captain's littlo cabin, and se- 
rious charges are made against Gomez for 
his treatment of them. Thore was not 
food enough for half of those on board, 



and after a few days out the rations con- 
sisted of a cake of co6se meal, a little wa- 
ter and a little weak tea or coffee. The 
men crawled about the vessel bent double 
with hunger, while the women and child- 
ren could only lie and moan. The trip 
was expected to last twonty days, but was 
lengthened out ten days more, and when 
tho schooner reached New Bedford on 
May let, nearly everybody on board was 
starved to tho point of extreme exhaustion. 
Gomez was arrested and arraigned to-day 
charged with violating the requirements 
of the Passenger Carrying uct, and was 
held for further examination. , 

Chicago, May 8.— Tho fact was devel- 
oped to-night that when tho drug store of 
Samuel Rosenfold, on the corner of Cen- 
tre avenue and Eighteenth street, was 
raided by a mob of anarchists on Wednes- 
day, the rabble seized upon every bottle 
that had the appearance of being a recop- 
tscle for spirits. A largo brittle of car-' 
bolic acid was among other things carriud 
away, and owing to its color and general 
resemblance to whisky, it was passed from 
hand to hand after the raid and drank by 
half a dozon or moro of the mob. The 
aoid began to take effect as soon as it en- 
tered the stomachs of the rioters, and in 
spite of the best efforts of doctors and 
emetics, two of the drinkers ore daarl and 
throe moro aro at death's door. 

SANDWICH ISLANDS. 
San Francisco, May 8. — Advices re- 
ceived by tho steamer Alameda to day 
from Honolulu give an nocount of a dis- 
astrous conflagration which occurred there 
on April 18th. The tire started in a cool; 
house in the Chinese quarter, where a 
Chinaman started a (ire in a stove care- 
lessly set fire to the walls of the building. 
Tho lire soon fjot beyond control of the 
inadequate fire department. Efforts woro 
then directed towards staying its progress 
by blowing up buildings. It was not un- 
til eight entiro squares, comprising sixty 
acres of the most thickly populated por- 
tion of tho Chinese quarter, had been 
burned over that the firo was Btayed. 
About 8000 peoplo, mostly Chineso, have 
•been left homeless. Tho loss is estimated 
at §1,500,000; insurance 8200,000 Only 
two lives were lost, a native woman and 
an unknown person whoso scarred remains 
woro found. Tho king visited the scene 
of the conflagration, and greatly encourag- 
ed the men, often assisting with. his own 
hands. 

Eastern Cauadsi ifluil. 

(Per Northern Pacific Hallway.) 

London, May I. — Ex- A Id. George 
Taylor, who has been a resident hare 
for over forty years, died last night. 
He was director and president of the 
Western Fair for several years. 

NiAOAitA Falls, Ont., May L — The 
body of fiie woman found in the whirl- 
pool by some boys yesterday afternoon 
was taken in charge by Coroner Lewis 
and placed in the Town Hall. The 
only piece of clothing on it was a cap 
hanging at the back of the head, the 
strings being pinned together under 
tho chin. The body was identified as 
that of old Mrs. Oraine, of Chippewa, 
Ont. She was seen around tho town on 
Wednesday last and left her trnnk at 
the house of Mr. Gray, saying she was 
going to Stamford. There is a deep cut 
in her forehead, from which blood still 
freely oozes, One of her legs is broken 
in two places. Experts claim that the 
body had only been in the water six 
hours, and the indications are that she 
met her death by foul means. 

Chatham, May &'. — The body of a 
man found in the river yesterday has 
been identified as E. D. Strickland, 
who came here only a few weeks' ago. 

Peterbcro', May 4.— The new 
church of St. Andrews was formally 
opened for public worship on Sunday. 
It has Beating capacity for over seven 
hundred, cushioned throughout find 
lighted by electricity. 

Ottawa, May 3,— It is generally un 
derstood now that Parliament will 
prorogue about the Queen's Birthday. 

Kingston, May 3.— The Dominion 
Wholesale Grocers' Association at 
their meeting hore passed a resolution 
protesting against the change in the 
duty on raw sugar on the ground that 
it gave all the profit to the refiner and 
left none to the grocer, 

Montreal, May 3.— Fire broke out 
in the town hall in Co trim St. Louis 
municipality, adjoining the city, on 
Saturday, destroying the building, 
which contained the (ire and the police 
stations; loss §50,000, covered by in- 
surance. 

The Grand Trunk traffic receipts for 
the week ending April the 24th show 
an increase of §23,000 over the corres- 
ponding week of last year. 

Mr. Childs, of Dominique street, 
Montreal, gave his infant child a dose 
of carbolic acid instead of medicine, 
and killed it. 

Scugog paper mill at Lindsay, owned 
by Patterson Bros. Si Wilson, of Mon- 
treal, was burned Friday. Loss, §35,- 
000; insurance, §20,000. 

The examining board of the Toronto 
Methodist Conference has granted cer- 
tificates to nine fourth-year probation- 
ers; one was plucked. 

The Scott Act goes into effect to-day 
in Guelph city, Brant, Leeds, and Gren- 
ville, Kent, Lanark, Lennox and Ad 
dington, Elgin, Lambton, St. Thomas, 
Wellington, Fron'.enuc, Lincoln, 
Middlesex, Victoria, Ontario, Peter- 
boro', Northumberland and Durham, 
in Ontario; Brome and Chicoutimi 
Quebec; and Guysboro, N. S. The act 
is now in force in twenty-seven places 
in the Maritime Provinces, twelve in 
Ontario, three in Quebec and two in' 
Manitoba. After to day, therefore, the 
act will ba in operation in Gi of the 
counties and cities of tho Dominion.

Halifax, May l.--The site for the 
Halifax dry dock is understood to have 
been' selected, between the naval yard 
and the Nova Scotia sugar refinery. 
The situation is an excellent one. The 
formal commencement of work on the 
structure is to be made to-day. The 
dock is to be constructed of stone. It 
will occupy three years in building, 
and will be the largest in the world. 
The price for the site has been left to 
arbitration, 

Hamilton's assessment return shows 
a population of 41,280. 

Keuina, May 1.— A large number of 
trees were shipped here tor. planting 
to-day (Arbor Day). All business is 
suspended, and the necessary prepara- 
tions were nia'de for the eventful day, 
but no planting will be done to-day, 
ai it Las been raining and snowing 
since 12 o'clock last night. The storm 
is still raging furiously, with a strong 
northwest wind. It is presumed the 
trees will be planted tin first favorable 
day. 

TORONTO, May 1. — Friday forenoon 
Joseph LI bier, a farmer aged 70 years, 
residing in the town of Caledonia, pro- 
ceeded to the- home of his son-in-law 
and shoe his wife through the body, 
indicting a mortal wound. He then 
proceeded to his own home, one quar- 
ter of f. mile distant, and shot himself 
through the head, dying instantly. 
Uhler married his wife June 2nd, 
1884, but they lived unhappily to- 
gether, and a few weeks ago she com- 
menced proceedings for a divorce, on 
the ground of cruel and inhuman treat- 
ment, and asked for alimony. This fact 
is supposed to have led to the tragedy. 
He ; s believed to very wealthy. 

James King and J ohn Wilson were 
committed for trial at Owen Sound 
Friday, charged with murdering the 
farmer Bailey and hia hired man in 
Keppel township. Ellen McClary, who 
charges these men with the murder, 
was committed to jail in default of 
giving bail to appear as a witnen. 

George's Hour mill at Port Elgin 
was destroyed and several other build- 
ings badly damaged by fire Friday 
morning. Loss, §20,000. Insured for 
§10,000; Commercial Unions, $12,000; 
British American and-Royal Canadian, 
§2,000 each. 

Mrs. Martha Pill, sixty years of age, 
was on Friday, at Belleville, found 
guilty of perjury and, arson, having set 
tire to her dwelling and sworn that her 
insured furniture, which she had re- 
moved, had been burned. 

A man has been shot in Keppel 
Township in mistake, presumably, for 
one of the detectives engaged on the 
Bailey tragedy.

SHUSWAP dt OKANAGAN liAIL- 
W.A Y. 

In moving tho second reading'of tho bill 
to incorporate the Shuswap & Okanagan 
railway on the 30th ult. Senator Nelson aaid : 
Tho proposed lino of railway is intended 
to connect the Okanagan Lako with tho 
Canadian Pacific railway, and to opon up 
one of the moat fertile wheat diatriota of 
British Columbia and givo an outlet for 
iti products. It will also conneot two 
large bodies of navigable water with the 
line of railway. I think I can better ex- 
plain the object of the bill by reading 
Bomo extracts from a report to the pro- 
visional board of directors of the proposed 
railway company from a resident of the 
OJianagan valley, Mr. M. Lumby, who is 
an extensive farmer there. He saya: 

"I bog to lay before you a few itema in 
reference to the scheme for the construc- 
tion of a line of railway from a point on 
the Canadian Pacific railway, at Sikamooso 
Narrows, to Okanagan Lake, a^iatance of 
fifty miles, with a boat on Okanagan Lako, 
giving a wator stretch of over aovanty- 
five milea. 

The object of the scheme is to givo an 
outlet to tho finest atretoh of wheat grow- 
ing land in British Columbia, and to en- 
able the producer to ship wheat to the sea 
coast. The couutry is specially adaptod 
for wheat growing, yield and quality can- 
not be surpassed in any part of the world, 
and with the facilities for procuring neces- 
sary machinery and supplies, which tho 
proposed railway will afford, wheat can 
be raised at a low price, no irrigation be- 
ing required. 

At present but a comparatively small 
area, within reach of navigation, has been 
cultivated for shipment. Throughout tho 
greater part of tho district, on account of 
the difficulty of shipment, only enougli 
has boon grown for local consumption. 

I quote some of the yields of wheat for 
1881, obtained from Messrs. Trouson & 
Brewer, the proprietors of a uteaiu 
thresher: 

Messrs. Clintou & Murray threshed 208 
tons from 105 acres of laud. 

Mr. Graham 108 tonB from lio acres. 

Mr. F. Young, C-i acres, which averaged 
3,100 ha. to the acre. 

Mr. O'Keefo, GO acres, which averaged 
over 3,(500 lbs., or GO bunhels to the ac.~«. 

Mr. Fortune, GO acres, averag* '2,500 
to tho acre. 

Mr. Furstenau, 85 acres, average 2,-100 
Dig. to acre. 

This return shows tha enormous yield of 
from 37 bushels to GO bushels to the aore. 

Tho amount of laud already occupied iu 
this district, certified to by Messrs. Dswd- 
ney and Nicholson, government agents, is 
130,373 acres. It is difficult to estimate, 
■with auy degres of accuracy, the area of 
land capable of producing wheat, but from 
data furnished by reliable farmers, in dif- 
ferent parts, deducting twonty per cent., I 
put down tho area at 200,000 acres. Irre- 
spective of grazing land, this represents 
(were it in one block) ovor 300 aquaru 
miles. 

In the year 1882, the Dominion govern- 
ment had a survey made for a canal between 
the head of navigation on thb Spallumcheen 
river and the Okauagan lake, by L. B. 
Hamlin, Esq., C. E., who reported most 
favorably of the couutry. I quote a few 
lines from his official report: 

'The importance of this canal soheme 
cannot be over estimated. It would estab- 
lish an unbroken navigable water stretch of 
over2-10 milos, opening a rich agricultural 
country, which is unsurpassed in British 
Columbia for its fertility.' 

Ho estimated the lowest probable cost of a 
canal at §27,000 per mile." 

It is proposed that this line of railway 
■hall take the place of that canal. I might 
quote from another report of Mr. Lumby, 
but I think I have shown enough to cou- 
vinoo the house of tha importance of the 
enterprise. 

TEE FISHERIES DISPUTE. 

The fisheries trouble is approaching a 
climax and tho roauits may be serious for 
the two countries whose interests are in- 
volved. The seizure of two American 
schooners that entered Canadian ports for 
* bait furnishes test cases. The caass will 
be tried by the Admiralty court, whoae 
decision, under the old treaty of 1818, 
cannot be doubtful. The treaty of 1871 
only averted ior a tirao the evil conse 
quencea with which the nations are now 
brought face to face. The offer made by 
the Canadian govornment upon the expi- 
ration of the treaty of 1871 was reasonable. 
The Canadians, upon tho assurance of 
President Cleveland that ho would submit 
to the senate a message recommending 
the appointment of joint commissioners 
to arrange a new treaty, delayod action 
for a year. The president kept faith 
and recommended a treaty ; but the 
senators declined to entertain the 
recommrip.dation, Thoy declared that 
the inshore fisheries had become compar- 
atively valueless and were not worth 
making any concessions to retain. But, 
they overlooked the fact that bait and ice 
are indispensable adjuncts in the success- 
ful prosecution of fisheries, and that un- 
less American fishermen nro pormitted to 
obtain their necessaries at Canadian ports 
they cannot hope to prosecute their call- 
ing. Tha measures adopted by the 
Ottawa government r.re of so decisive a 
character that early steps must be taken 
to arrange a new treaty or American fish- 
ermen must abundon the grounds to their 
British competitors. An influential party 
in the United States think they see in 
tha fisheries dispute a prospect of war; 
but the good sense of the Americans and 
Canadians will surely influence them 
to submit the matter to any arbitration 
save that of arms. 



A U HIT SCANDAL EXPLODED. 

The public accounts committee has 
been engaged fora week investigating thai 
charges brought by Mr. Davies, M, P., 
against aertain officials of tho Inter- 
colonial railway that they had granted 
free tickets over that road to persons pro- 
ceeding to the Inoh Arran Hotel, Dal- 
housie, N. B., said hotel being owned by 
Mr. Schrieber, manager of the railway. 
The facts of the esse as stated by Mr. 
Robinson, intercolonial agent in Mon- 
treal, are, these: In October, 1884, he 
iasued four half-rato tickets to servants of 
the Inoh Arran hotel, and in June and 
July, 1885, some twonty half- rate tickets 
were also issued to servants of the house. 
This concussion was made by the Grand 
Trunk railway also, and has been granted 
from time to time by the intercolonial 
• ince 1870, the servants of the St. Law- 
rence hall at Cacouna always obtaining a 
half-fare. At tho close of the season the 
account is presented hy the railway com- 
pany to the hotel, and paid, just as was 



done in this case, 'the money being paid 
over in tha beginning of December last. 
The Bo-called scandal was originated by a 
clerk named Cormier, who was discharged 
from the employ of tha company for 
drunkenness last Novembor, Ha related 
a cook and bull story to tho grit editor at 
Monoton about the tickets, and on this 
slender reed Mr. Davies - formulated his 
charges. How completely false they wore 
the evidence of Mr, Robinson clearly 
shows. 

VICTORIA' ANI) ESQ UIMALT. 

Tho Vancouver Herald thinks it is not 
likely that the Trans-Pacific Steamship 
Company will consent to he fettered by 
the condition of touching at Esquimalt or 
Victoria going to and coming from China. 
If that particular company will not con- 
sent ; .t can just leive tho subsidy alone 
and another company will be found that 
will not object to being "fettered" with 
£100,000 a yoar to do what its employers 
desire. Victoria, tho chief commercial 
mart, and Esquimalt tho headquarters of 
the imperial army and navy, are not 
likely to bo overlooked by the Dominion 
and imperial government* when closing a 
bargain. The China trudu, if not alto- 
gether mythical, is largely overratud; and 
if a mail line between tho Orient and 
British Columbia is to be a profitable 
concern it must be largely "fettorod" by 
a aubatantial Bubaidy. 

A FA LSE REPORT. 



Recently a rumor was current here to 
the effect that the government had the in- 
tention of establishing a lazaretto for 
lepers in British Columbia, similar to the 
one existing at Tracadie, N. B. The cor- 
respondent of The Colohitt waited 
upon the Minister of Agriculture for the 
purpose of ascertaining what degree of 
truth thero was in the statement, when 
Mr. Carling informed him that it was en- 
tirely incorrect. The government had no 
intention whatever of establishing a laia- 
retto in British Columbia. In fact, he 
did not seem to know whether leprosy 
prevailed thure, and when the correspon- 
dent asked some of the B. C. members 
about it the only answer ho receivod was, 
that they believed it to exist to some ox- 
tent among the Chinese.

Tlic War-Like Grecians 



Make u Hostile Demonstration. 



All Ureek roils ltlorkatletl. 



GREECE. ■ 

Athens, May 9. — A demonstration 
meeting was held to-day. War like speech- 
es were made and a resolution was carried 
amid wild excitement favoring war with 
Turkey. A resolution advising an imme- 
diate increase iu tho army was also adopt- 
ed by tho meeting. The crowd marched 
to the houso of Premier Do Lyonis, and 
in response to repeated calls the premier 
made a brief address, in which he said 
that the government would never sign an 
agreement involving the disbanding of the 
forces. This declaration was cheered to 
the echo. The multitude then proceeded 
to the residence of tho ex-primo minister 
Triooupia, and demanded a speech, but 
Mi Tricoupis refused to appear. This ac- 
tion on tho part of the ex-premior cauBod 
an uproar and shouts of "traitor" arose 
from the crowd. The people finally dis- 
persed in an orderly manner. 

The Russian minister to Greeco has 
concluded his visit to the czar and has 
arrived at Sebastapol onroute to Athens 
Ha has tolegraphod to the members of the 
embassy to preparo for their departure 
from Greece. 

London; May 9.— Turkey and Greoco 
are hurrying troops to the front. Several 
European papers aro of opinion that Rus- 
sia will socrotly support Groeco, 

St. PsTEhSBuaa, May 0. — Tug minister 
of war has gone to Lividia to confer with 
tho czar. 

Athens, May 10.— The King has written 
a letter to Promier DoLyonis holding him 
responsible for tho present condition of 
affairs in Greece. Tho foreign flaot with th« 
eiception of one vessel of each power has 
left Suda bay and has completed the block 
ado of the Greek coast, Tho government 
has warned all vohhcIs that if they leave 
port it wilt be at their own risk. Theissue 
of shipping payers has beon stopped. The 
commercial world is excited. There was 
slight firing on tha Greek frontier to-dny 
by the Groek troops in disobedience to 
ordors. Quiet was soon restored. 

PBKMrEO r>E lyonis' OPINION. 

Before prosontiug his resignation yester- 
day, De Lyonis sent a circular note to the 
foreign embassies to tho eifeet that Greeco 
never contemplated hostility to the powers; 
that the government thought tho statement 
that Greece did not intend to disturb the 
peace a sufficient answer to the demand of 
the powera; and that tho blockade had 
placed Greece at a hopeless disadvantage. 
The Greek government, he said, considered 
tho action of the powers in the blockade of 
Greek ports entirely unjustifiable.

GREECE. 

Athens, May 10. — The Groek minis- 
ters persisted in resigning despito King 
George's refusal on Sunday to accept 
their resignation. The official journal 
approves the ministerial step and sayu it 
believes it is for the boat interest of 
Greece. Tho king met the cabinet at 
noon to-day and accepted their resigna- 
tions, and immediately commissioned 
Rilrakis to form a new ministry. 

Turkey has sent a note to Greoee ex- 
plaining that the withdrawal of the Turk- 
ish minister from Athens was a step taken 
aimply to act in concert with tho powers, 
and was not intended to indicate any rup- 
ture of relations between the porto and 
Greece. 

ENGLAND. 
London, May 10. — The combined fleet 
of powera ordered to blockade the Groek 
porta, has been compelled to return to 
Suda Bay, owing to the severity of the 
weather. 

At the hour for tho opening of the 
session the commons was crowded in 
every part, the Prinoe of Wales, Prince 
Christian, Phelps, United States minis- 
ter, and Floquet, prosident of tho French 
chamber of deputies, being among the 
distinguished visitors iu tho galleries. 
When Gladstone arose ho was received 
with loud cheers, and on quiet being 
restored, moved the second reading of the 
homo rule bill; he said he did not intend 
at present to ask the houso to continue 
the dobate on the bill from day to day. 
The empire through the abseuoe of Irish 
luombers, now history has shown u* that 
iu foreign, or what he preferred to call ovor 
the sea affairs, the Irish people do not 
stand in the same relation as do tho people 
of England and Scotland. (Hear, hear, 
and oriosof "No!") Is it wonderful thatiu 
a country whose woes aro so great aud 
whoso hopes huvo so often been doomed to 
disappointment, tho mind of the people 
should be confined to the position of their 
own country. An essential principlo to tho 
Irish people has becoinothe coatrolof their 
cwu affairs. Still the bill provides that 
Ireland shall not bo oioludod from imperial 
affairs; clause 39 refers to tho call of repre- 
sentatives of both houses of tho Irish par- 
liament beforo parliament can proceeed to 
tho altoration of a statute upon which two 
countries do not agree. A clause provides 
that on certain conditions the Irish as- 
sembly may vote monoy for purposes ex- 
cluded from its ordinary cognizance. He 
trusted that should Great Britain be in- 
volved in a great war wTioro Ireland 
would be exposed to a common danger 
the Irish assembly would respond to a 
message from the Crown by voting money 
to prosocutB tho war. [Opposition laugh- 
tor.] Though abiding in the principle 
that Irish members should not sit in im- 
perial parliament, tho government was 
willing to meet the difficulty by providing 
that when it was proposed to alter the 
regulation of Ireland, relating to customs 
and excise duties, the Irish members 
would be enabled to appear in parliament 
and share in the debate. [Cries of "hear, 
hear."] The government was also willing 
to appoint a joint commission from the 
English and Irish parliaments which 
would meet from timo to time to consider 
some questions of imperial or common in- 
terest. No great questions, such as suc- 
cession to the crown ought to fall under 
the discussion of this secondary authority, 
but many questions, such aa treaties of 
commerce might require direct communi- 
cation between both parliaments. Ho 
would, therefore, propose on behalf of 
the government some plan of this kind. 
Ho proceeded to explain that tho govern- 
ment remained undecided aa to the con- 
ditions under which Irish members 
or an Irish commission should 
appear in tho imperial parliament; 
as the government did not consider 
Irish membera came back in any num- 
bers it would be necessary to devise a new 
Bystem of election. Ho certainly would 
have no jealousy of Irish members if the 
Irish Bhould reappear in their force. One 
would rather have them amply than 
scantily and jealously treated. In con- 
clusion, he declared that the main object 
of the bill was to abolish, root and 
branch, the discontent prevailing in Ire- 
land; and to restore social order by the 
rumoval not merely of the symptoms but 
of tho causes of that discontent. If tho 
opponents of the bill had an alternative 
policy, ho asked if Lord Randolph 
Churchill should undertake the task of 
settling Ireland, what did he mean to do I 
Was his plan that proposed by the loyal- 
ists in Belfast, last November V The Eng- 
lish government might be daring, but not 
ao during as to undertrke to reconstruct 
tho Irish government without touohing 
the legislative difficulty. If Lord Hart- 
ington had u plan, let him declare it. He 
appealed to Hartington to state his solu- 
tion of the Irish problem at this crisis in 
the history of the nation, whon tho path 
ot boldness was the only path of safety. 
All men ought to know their own minds, 
and ought to speak them. The fato of 
Ireland could not be cast into tho lottery 
of politics. [Parnellite cheers ] He had 
been told that he was bringing Ireland to 
certain ruin. Let opponents show a way 
to rescue it; lot Lord Hartington, in mov- 
ing tho rejection of 'the bill, trace the visi- 
ble or palpable road through 
the darkness. [Cheers.] Members of the 
house of commons have beforo them 
a groat opportunity to closo the strife of 
700 years. Aye, and of knitting by 
bonds, tinner and higher in character 
than herotoforo, the hearts and affections 
of the Irish people and of cementing the 
noblo fabric of the British nation. (Loud 
and prolonged applause). Mr. Gladstone 
was followed by Lord Harlington, who, 
on rising, was greeted with cheers. Ho 
asked if Mr. Parnell had ever stopped 
short of asking for tho complete inde- 
pendence and restoration of Ireland to 
her pLiuu among the nations of the world. 
He (Hartington), foarod that the promier 
had settled tho matter without much con- 
sideration. With reference to submitting 
an alternative measure; ho failed to re- 
member a single instance iii which Glad- 
stone had taken thi!, course he now asked 
dissenters to take who were unprepared to 
suggest in -what directions tho measure be- 
i oi e tha house could be immediately rovissd. 
He believed that the concossions made to- 
night would not meet tha demands of llr. 
Chamberlain. In conclusion, he moved 
that tho bill bo read six montha hence. De- 
bate was adjourned until Thursday. , 



AMERICAN NEWS. 

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, May 10. — Wolrinhoffer 
died at 8 o'clock last evening of apoplexy. 
His brokers state this morning that he 
was "long" on wheat; that there is no 
chance of its coming upon the market, 
and that those who sold on this supposi- 
tion will have to buy it back from some 
one else. 

Cincinnati, May 10. — Tho situation 
hero is decidedly more hopeful to-day. 
Street repairing haa been resumed, and a 
larger number of hands in furniture fac- 
tories are again at work, 

St, Louis, May 10.— Tha noted case 
of Brooks, alias Maxwell, oharged with 
tho murder of Preller, at the Southern 
hotel, on the 7th of April, last yosr, wa* 
oallod in the criminal court this morning.

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, May 10. — Henry 
Lyons, 22 yoars of age, janitor of the 
Alamoda county hall of rocords, commit- 
ted suicide in Oakland by shooting him- 
telf in the right temple, Despondenoy, 
caused by losses in speculation, led to 
she not. 

A suit has been brought in the U. S. 
district court in the namo of the U. S. 
against John Pelts and Wm. Thongol. 
The latter is captain of the schooner Gem, 
seized last week by Revenue Cutter Rush, 
on her arrival from.Alaska, charging them 
with having cut in that territory 300,000 
feet of lumber belonging to tho govorn- 
ment, valued at §37,200, The action is 
brought to recover tho property or tho 
above sum of money, and an additional 
$10,000 for detention of the lumber.

ishment, crowded; and accompanied

Mild ss was the change, to same of them 
it doubtless proved a slight diversion, 
breaking what must be a weary mono- 
touy; and it is also probable its involun- 
tary inmates left it with as little regret as 
they would the now quarters which they 
hava just entered.

Ottawa, Ont., May 4. — To tho sur- 
prise of everybody Blake roso to move a 
resolution in favor of homo rulo to Ire- 
land and forward the samo to Her Majes- 
ty. Tho government was anuoyod, for it 
was only a few days ago that it decided 
not to do anything on the question and so 
informed the St. Patrick's society of Ot- 
tawa through the Irish reprosentative in 
the cabinet, Costigau, minister of inland 
revenue. In facts on these grounds Cos- 
tigan telegraphed Gladstone, wishing him 
success in his measure and trusted this 
would bo'tlieUat of the matter. Blake 
made an oluquont speech on behalf of the 
^measure of home rule to Ireland.

ly, contlued to Irishmen. As ff.r as ho was 
concerned he would be a moral coward if he 
would not do what he could to assist Glud- 
stono's'hauds at a time.wheu help was great- 
ly uoodod. He appealed to the members to 
throw nside their political feelings aud vota 
for his amendment, which was that the 
Canadian parliament moved an address to 
hor majesty, praying for the granting of 
home rulo to her majesty's numerous sub- 
jects, and that tho house hails with joy tho 
submission to the parliament of tho united 
kingdom of a measure representing the 
principle of local HoU-governuiout for Ire- 
laud. 

Sir John, in an angry tone, refused to 
support tho amendment, but would allow a 
day to consider tho question, and appointed 
Thursduy next. Mlako said tho interest in 
the cause was such that ho would withdraw 
tho amendment, hoping to got the support 
of tho government when tliu matter came 
up.

Gi.oucKsraii, Muss., May 8.— Great ex- 
citement prevails here over the seizure of 
the David J. Adams at Digby. Tlio people 
fuol indignant tlmt un American ship should 
be seized for endeavoring to make a pin 
chase, when Cuundian vessels are at present 
in this port titling out. The American 
Fishery Union wiil do all in it power to pro- 
tect the rights of American fishing vessels. 
Affidavits with all the evidenee will be 
submitted to tho United States goveru- 
meut. 

Halifax, N. S., May 8.— At twilight last 
night six American flsharmen entered Die- 
by Basin, ostensibly for bait. Their cap- 
tains and crews were on shore during tha 
evening aud they say tho Bay of Fundy is 
crowded with United States fishermen. 
Thoy say that they are afterbait siud oaudo 
nothing unless they can get bait here. They 
have done nothing at all so far this season 
and thoy intend to run all risks. They are 
not the owners of tha vessels. They ex- 
pressed a wish to be seized as well as the 
Adams, as they only care to bring about an 
isBue, so that the government will do some- 
thing. They admit that unless they have 
th" privilege of procuring bait they must 
givo up fishing for a living. Commodore 
Scott, before leaving for St. Johns in tho 
Lansdowne, ordered tha llshermen to put to 
sea. 

St. Jouhb, N. B., May 8. — Tho Domin- 
ion cruising steamer Lansdowne arrived iu 
the harbor to-day,. having iu tow the Glou- 
cester schooner David Adams, which was 
seized at Digby yostorday afternoon for 
violating the treaty of 1818, by going into a 
Canadian harbor to buy bait. The prize 
was placed iu the hands of the cuutoms 
authorities pending the action si the Ad- 
miralty^ourt. The erow, thkween in num- 
ber, reported to the American consul's 
office and were provided with lodgings until 
it cau be seen what action will be takeu by 
the Canadian government. This seizure 
will servo as a test oaae.

Washington, May 2. — Tho Sunday Capi- 
tal has the following to-day: There is a 
new topic of gossip in town which, forth- 
coming, is almost as oxoitiug in some quar- 
ters as "'Ostle? Joe." Mrs. Hearst, the 
wife of the California senator, having in- 
vited that eccentric persou. Chaplain 
Milburn, to entertain a company in her 
parlor on Wednesday lust, the reverend gen- 
tleman carried out his part of the arrange- 
ment by delivering a discouse on the poet 
Goethe, which was quite as remarkable as 
any of his vory remarkable prayers. Goethe, 
as everybody knows, was not only a great 
poet and philosopher, but a very enterpris- 
ing aud changeable lover of fair women. Ho 
never ueomcd to manifest any conception of 
what is known as moral principle in his re- 
lation with women. Thero are chapters in 
his career hardly adapted for explanation in 
refined circles.

Breutli Catching Fire. 

(Dr. llitastun In British Medical Journal.) 

I have thought it right to put on re- 
cord the following east 1 , afi it seems to 
me to be one of some rarity and to 
have some importance from a medical- 
lbgal point of view. I cannot do bet- 
ter than give the facts in the words of 
the patient himself, who communicat- 
ed them to me by letter. He writes as 
follows: 

"A rather strange thing happened to 
myself about a week ago. For a month 
or so I was troubled with foul eructa- 
tions. I had no pain, but the smell of 
the gas which csiur from my stomach 
was disagreeable to myself and to all 
who happened to be in the room. About 
a week ago, as I said, 1 got up in the 
morning and lighted a match to Hee the 
time, and when I put the match near 
my mouth to blow it out my breath 
caught tire and gave a loud crack like 
the report of a pistol. I buri;ed niv 
lips, and they aro still a little sore. 1 
got a terrible surprise, and so did my 
wifp, for the report awakened liar." 

From tha above occurrence it would 
appear that the condition known as 
"halitosis," or diseased breath, is not 
only a source of misery to the sufferer 
and those compelled to associate with 
him, but may, under certain circum- 
stances, become a condition of danger 
to the unfortunate possessor of it. In 
the present instance the gaseous results 
of the imperfectly digested food had 
their atoms of carbon and hydrogen so 
arranged as to give rise to the presence 
of carbureted hydrogen, the inflamma- 
ble aud explosive . qualities of which 
came into play when mixed with a due 
proportion of atmospheric air ill the 
presence of tho unguarded light of tho 
burning match. I may add that the 
patient to whom the accident happen- 
ed is a moat intelligent and observant 
man, and that the diot prescribed for 
tho indigestion from which he suffers 
from time to time baa alcohol exclud- 
ed from it, and 1 know that my in- 
structions in that respect are actod 
upon. 

Acquitted After »eath. 

(Umilon Tek|frai>li.) 

The Vienna Court of appeal Las 
finally decided an extraordinary case 
which has for the last four years excit- 
ed all Galicia, and- which I have re- 
peatedly referred to in my telegrams. I 
may remind you that a Jew named 
Mosob Hitter, his wife and their two 
daughters, and a Christian peasant 
named StochlinBki, .were arrested in 
March, 1882, on a charge of having 
murdered a peasant girl. The case 
closely followed the notorious Tisza 
Eszlar affair, the anti-Jewish frenzy 
was at its height, and the jury prompt- 
ly ^found Ritter and hia wife and 
Stochlinski guilty, all three being sen- 
tenced to death. The conviction was 
squashed on appeal and the accused 
placed a second time on their trial, 
this time in Cracow. They were again 
found guilty and sentenced, and again 
the Vienna Court decided that thejury 
was packed. The case was tried before 
a third jury with the same result. 
Finally the Vienna Court of Appeal, 
consisting of twenty-ODe judges, has un- 
animously decided that the accused aro 
innocent, and telegraphically ordered 
their release. Meanwhile, however, 
Stochlinski' has died iu prison.

DE LESSEPS' FOLLY. 

\ <»looiii y Outlook tor the JPfflMU- 
nan Caiinl Company. 

Nkw York, May 2.— Dr. Wolfred Nel- 
son, formerly a mombor of tho board of 
health of Panama, arrived iu Now York 
from the isthmus by the Inst steamer. In 
an interview yesterday he said: "If De 
Leasepa ia correctly reported by tho press 
as saying that half the work on the canal 
is completed, tho statement is willfully 
misleading to the Fronch people. A fear- 
ful crisis has arisen in canal affairs. Tho 
company's indebtedness to the share and 
bondholders now amounts to about $160,- 
000,000, on which it is paying an annual 
interost of $0,000,000. It is reported on 
excellent authority that the company haj 
exhausted its funds and is working ou 
borrowed capital, pending the Buatiug of 
tho new loan of §120,000,000. De Les- 
sops' visit to the isthmus was a prelimina- 
ry step to Hunting tho loan. If this gigan- 
tic sum is secured it will give tho canal 
work a freah impetus, and onable the 
company to refund some of its borrowed 
capital. For months past work has been 
dragging. Quite recently Boyer, the chief 
of works, called some of the contractors 
together and requested them not to push 
the work. This was done, presumably, to 
cut down expenditures. 

"Millions of dollars have boon spent in 
useloss machinery which can bs seen all 
along the lino of the canal, the greater 
part unhoused and unprotected, and much 
of it already ruined. Valuable locomo- 
tives, French and American, have bean 
allowed to stand uncovered ou sidings for 
months. In short, millions of dollars 
have been thrown away in the purchase 
of plant, much of which had been usod 
in the Suez ditoh, and is wholly unfit for 
work on the Isthmua of Panama, it hav- 
ing been built to work in sand, and being 
inadequate to grapple with a hard, clayey 
•oil. At Christobal, Colon, a magnificent 
village has been built on the former cite 
of a awnmp, the level of which . has baen 
raised two and one-half fsot above the 
tides. Vast workshops and warehouoes 
can be seen, as well as a number of hand- 
some streets with villas on either side. 
The streets are beautifully white and well 
kept. Cocoanut trees have been set out 
at regular distances, A canal chief states 
that $5,000,000 have beeu spent in re- 
claiming the swamp and building many 
boats and dredgers in tho harbor which 
hav3 been condemned as useless. 

"Although the company Las spent such 
fabulous sums it is reported that it has uot 
yet the full right of wayucross the isthmus, 
several important localities not having been 
arranged for. While this may seem incred- 
ible it is probably a fact. Despite the pres- 
ence of legions of engineers there are sec- 
tions of the oanal to-day where contractors 
are unable to go on with the work, owing to 
the lack of surveys. The wilful, reckless 
extravagance which has characterized the 
management of the company has probably 
never been paralleled. ilnge sums of 
money have been spout in useless build- 
ings. Superior Agont Inles Dingier occu- 
pied a magnificent residence, built and fur- 
nished at u eofit uf $100,000. Besides this 
a palatial residouce was built for him at 
Boca del Rio Grande. In Colon a magnifi- 
cent house was put up for tho visit of Do 
Losseps and fitted up in princely style, the 
furniture being specially imported from 
France, 

"Much useless dredging is boing done 
in tho harbur of Panama. The company 
has not yet started on a plan for dam- 
ming the unruly Chagres river. This 
will probably be the moBt difficult obsta- 
cle to overcome. Again, tho huge cut at 
Culebra, if it is ever completed, will have 
sides 397 feot high. The whole project 
bristles with difficulties that many con- 
aidor practically insurmountable. It has 
bean reported recently that Boyer, the 
new chief of works, whose death has just 
been reported, believes a sea-level canal 
achome impossible, and it will havo to be 
built as a lock canal, as originclly sug- 
gested by Captain Bedford Pirn and 
Commander J Lull. In short, after five 
years' work, the canal company is floun- 
dering about in an ocean of difficult and 
unsettled problems." 

The doctor says that th) mortality 
from yellow fever is fearful, and gives in- 
stances of its ravages oven among the of- 
ficials of the company. tie concli'dis as 
follows: "Should Do Leasepa fail lo se- 
cure a new loan and tho French govern- 
ment assumo tho debts of the canal com- 
pany, receiving iu return all its conces- 
sions, lands, etc., a now and curious po- 
litical question must arise. It is hardly 
fair to presume that Franco will be al- 
lowed to colonize at the gate of the Pa- 
oiQc."
